The recent resurgence of AT-1 events reminds me that to operate the AT-1 
with a VFO, such as the VF-1, one must do two things. 


First, a small wire must be soldered bypassing the 1.1 mh RFC in the 
Cathode of the 6AG7. This will help keep the 6AG7 from oscillating and make 
it into a better amplifier for the vfo signal. 


Second, the VFO must be fed into the crystal socket with the ground lead to 
the LOWER crystal socket terminal which is grounded. Prudent operators 
might want to make sure the lower terminal is really grounded.

You're right, but the 71A (aka 271A, 371A, etc) goes back even farther. 
In the days of battery home radios (6V storage battery filaments), 

the 71A was a plug-in replacement for the 201A (01A) in your audio output 
stage. SInce the 201A was a small-sginal RF/aduio amp and detector, 

the 71A was qutie an improvement in getting room-audible sound out of 

a gooseneck horn or paper cone magnetic speaker. 


When radios went ot AC filament power from the light socket via transformer, 
the 71A's filement turned out to be heavy enough that it could still be used 
without too much hum, and so this tube alone survived the transition to 

AC power. 


Early console and table AC radios used a single 71A to drive a magnetic balanced- 
armature speaker. Soon two 71As in push-pull replaced that, and within ayear 

or two the 45, usually push-pull, pushed the 71A into obscurity, 

just as Jan said. 


But it's the only tube to have done service in both battery and AC filament 
service, and is quite a historical link.

I sometimes run filaments through coax (old RG-8 works 
great for it or even RG-58) to prevent hum modulation of the other 
leads.

My approach was to use a small, separate 12.6V @ 0.5A or so 
filament xfmr with a (shudder!) silicon diode rectifier and about 
1000 uf of filter C; this gives about 17.5 VDC under load (relay 
closed) and works great. I built it into the supply and one of 
the control line pins (I use octal plugs/jack) carries the relay 
DC. 


BTW, Bob, there wasn't a problem with the screen bypass caps 
on the 1625s; bypassing the (3) DC power pins at the back of the 
supply got rid of the pickup by the interconnecting cable.

Good point. It goes back to early oscillator design. Something for 
the home brewers amongst us do consider in that next breadboard wonder. 


In the early days of oscillators, especially Hartleys with cathodes up 
from ground, it was not uncommon to lift the filament for rf also. 

Thus, the extra windings in the oscillator coils of the arcusfivus gear. 
It lifted the filament up from ground so the cathode to filament voltage 
differential at RF was minimal. Perhaps the 1626 had a fairly high 
filament to cathode stray capacity that would subject the oscillator to 
pulling or drifting, or begin to ground for RF the oscillator cathode tap, 
reducing oscillation efficiency for a particular level of cathode tap. 
Lifting the filament would decouple the grounding tendency. 


Electron coupled oscillators were sometimes done the same way. Dow's 
original circuits using directly heated tubes were the extreme of this 
adaptation. He used 860's with copper tubing grid coils and inside the 
grid coil was a wire to lift the floating filament pin up to the tap 

rf coupling point. 


In the late 30's there were a few design articles, if I am remembering 
correctly, for ECO's that also had filament windings, or discussions of 
it in the Hints and Kinks column.

(Combined Wire Services) (Washington)-- A Multi-National Multi-agency task 
force has raided the Baltimore headquarters of a prominent DX Radio club, as 
part of an effort to shut down illegal DXing activity in the U.S. and Canada. 


The leader of the Task Force, Thomas O'Day said "We needed to do this 
because we found that DXing across state lines violated a number of Federal 
Statutes." Fish and Wildlife agents swooped down on participants in recent 
"DXpeditions" in Canada, where local offiocials had complained of mooses 
becoming entangled in longwire antennas stretched across public lands, 
sometimes for a kilometer or more, erected by DXers in an effort to pick up 


distant signals. The mooses would become trapped in the wire and become easy 
prey for maurauding wolves. Further, the antennas were attached to dangerous 
"phasing units" in clear vioilation of the Geneva War Practices Accords. The 
manufacturer of those units is now being sought by agents from the Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms units. 


Other alleged abuses included violating Newfoundland's de-facto 10PM 
curfew, said April Ferguson, the Atlantic Provinces' Minister of Decency. 
"DXers at Dxpeditions stayed up all night and played their radios, a clear 
violation of normal practice here in the Maritimes. We don't want them back!" 


Postal Inspectors became involved because the DX Clubs all use the mails 
to disseminate information about stations from exotic locales allegedly 
picked up by members. " We found there was a clear cut pattern of fraud. 
Certain DXers would claim that by DXing from swamps, rocky shorefront 
property and other Godforsaken places, they could pick up stations from 
overseas far better than from mainland locations, " said Thomas R. Morgan, 
Chief Post Inspector, "soon, unsuspecting retirees would buy such property, 
and find they could'nt pick up anything but local stations." He added that 
such practices, promoting third-rate real estate via the mails, was a clear 
violation of the recently enacted Truth in Real Estate Act. 


The U.S. Attorney's office is also looking for a group of promoters who 
obtained a Government grant to promote DXing as a hobby to inner-city ghetto 
youth. "We had a situation where kids were convinced to turn in their boom 
boxes in exchange for antique DX radios such as a military surplus R-390; the 
kids soon complained that the radios were too heavy to carry on their 
shoulders or onto public transportation, even with the padded carrying cases 
developed with the $41 Million grant program. Those poor kids were never told 
they needed a longwire antenna, a power source, or that the R-390's puny 
audio output was barely adequate for headphones, clearly incapable of filling 
a bus with sound! Worst of all, it was Mono!" 


The FCC's Enforcement Division was brought in to find DXers who violated 
the Commission's rules by listening to stations outside the station's 
authorized coverage area, especially using loop antennas and other devices. 
"By listening to faraway stations instead of local stations, those DXers are 
depriving the local stations of needed listeners and advertising revenues, " 
said Reed hundt, FCC Chairman, Also, the stations have a clearly defined 
service area; we permit interference to limit range. DXers clearly subvert 
the intent of the Communication Act." He added, "Local radio provides 
Americans with the Programming they want to hear, and nothing should deter 
them from getting rich by doing so." 


Task Force officials said they had issued Cease and Desist orders against 
all radio Clubs known to them. According to First Deputy Director, April 
O'Day, "We don't know what they're smoking, by God. They claim to pick up 
stations from Africa and Europe from here on the AM band. They must be 


stopped.

This weekend was a strange one! Since we were unable to make it to Timonium 
for the past four years, Cynthia and I had planned long in advance to do it 
this year for sure! We wanted to leave on Friday at 6:00 AM from Boston,

I very commonly will heterodyne against a 
carrier, if it is strong in the regen receiver I regularly use (RAL). 

In so doing, it is an ol' timers trick for copying ‘‘direct conversion'' 
mode. Direct conversion is not new. It dates from about 1907 when 
local oscillating arcs were used as heterodyne oscillators into longwave 
gear. On 40 meters amid the SWBCST qrm, it makes for easy copy in 

the novice band..... More folks should try it! If a strong carrier 

is close by, use it for your detection/demodulation of CW. Works Great 
(especially in QRM and digging out the weak stations). 


I remember listening to my first arcus fivus and catching some heterodyne 
reception in the ham bands that way. I wuz too stoopid to know what the 
bfo did.....

Also, if you have a freq meter of the LM or BC-221 variety, you can use

The AR-8711 is was made by Radiomarine Corporation of America, a 
genuine RCA company, and it sports the big RCA circle logo on the 
speaker grille. It was intended for use as a direction finding 
receiver, and the front panel has an eye tube mounted above the dial 
glass for indication of signal strength. The set has a huge loop (14" 
diameter, approximately) mounted on top, with a compass scale flat on 
the top for direction indication. It has seven miniature tubes plus 
the eye tube. The front panel is styled much like the RCA 
communications receivers of the thirties, with silver and red 
accents. It certainly caught my eye from a few rows over at the 
hamfest !

They are all nice pieces. I run several of their sets including the 
ET-8019A HF rig. 


I am in need of any information about this receiver, especially the 
connections for the power connector on the rear of the chassis. This 
connector has 3 rows of seven lugs, several of which are soldered 
together like a bus. Since this set was intended for marine use, I am 
assuming the power supply would be 12 volt DC, correct? 


VVVNV Vv 


NO NO NO NO! Unless it specifically says 12vdc on it is probably 

is for 115vdc ships power. If you want to run it original, and you 
probably should rather than try to power it up differently, make up 
some sort of variac controlled 115vdc power supply at a couple of amps. 


I a very few instances, some were powered by batteries, and would have 
had a 6 volt filament string and a 90-180v B+ battery string. But, those 
would also be clearly marked. The way that you can tell if markings 

have been obliterated is to look at the tube string. IF there is a 


big resistor on the underside of the chassis, then it probably runs on 

115vdc, since that resistor is a series dropping resistor and a chassis 
warmer to prevent moisture condensation at sea. Another dead giveaway 

is the presence of tubes like a 50L6, 25L6 in the audio section. They 

were used as dropping tubes like in the AllAmericanFivers. 


I have heard of very few RCA sets having dynamotor power, but those were 
mostly emergency sets, and not likely to have been done with a DF set. 


> I would appreciate hearing from anyone with information about the 
> set, and will gladly reimburse for any copying and postage costs. 


I will check and see what info I have. It is probably covered in 
Sterling's Radio Manual if you can find a copy, or in Nilhson and Hornung's 
Practical Radio series from about the mid 40's to maybe the 50's. 


Anyway, if it works relatively well, it might make for some interesting 
playing. It probably does not have very slow tuning, but should be quite 
sensitive.

The reason for using RG-62 cable is for its lower capacitance. If RG-58 is 

used the capacitance will be much higher and acting as a capacitance voltage 
divider there may not be enough voltage at the mixers for proper operation. 

Try using RG=58 if that is all you have, if there is not enough drive at the 
higher frequencies than look for some RG-62. BTW most video cable these days 
is RG-59 75 ohms at 21.6 pf£/ft this may be somewhat better than RG-58.

A Tektronix 127 rack-mounted plug-in power supply got thrown in with 
the 48 plug-ins I picked up a few months ago. I finally got around to 
cleaning it up for checkout. 


What looked good on the outside didn't look so good once I got the 
covers off. The inside was very clean. But the power transformer had 
a definite list to port, and one of the filter capacitors mounted on a 
paper-base phenolic insulator had broken off and free from its wires. 

I dumped out a variety of parts and hardware, and looked a little more 
closely. The unit had been dropped on its left rear upper corner, and 
had taken a few other good whacks in other places. Time for some 
serious sheet metal work. 


I pulled the front panel cover and panel, the two side panels, and the 
read panel off of it. All nine RF connecters, which were coal black, 
came off and went into an aluminum pot electrolyte dip. These are not 
SO-239 connectors---yes, there are other Amphenol RF connectors. Out 
came the sheet metal hammers and dollies, and the tapping started. 
Working aluminum is a bit tricky---it will stretch very easily, and 
you're in trouble if you stretch it. The side and rear panels came 
back straight fairly easily, although there were a couple of places 
where I had trouble getting something to buck against. By the way, a 
short piece of 2X4 makes a great slapper for working aluminum. Also, 
the trick to getting dents out cleanly is to put the dolly on the part 
you want to raise, and to work around it from the other side, tapping 
down around the dolly. 


Getting the transformer mounting somewhere near straight was a real 
chore. The material is 1/16 sheet. I unbolted the transformer to get 
some working space, then went to work with C-clamps, some flat metal 
pieces to press against, and cranked stress into the bent parts. Some 
tapping with a hammer added enough force to make things drift back into 
position. Of course, working the pieces individually means doing some 
checking to make sure they'll line up well enough to put together 
again. It took several hours of clamping, tapping, etc. to get things 


fairly straight. Actually, now that it is back together again, you 
have to look fairly closely to see the places that got attention. The 
Capacitor mount got glued back together with cyanoacrylate "super 
glue." That stuff really does seem to work on paper-base phenolic. 
The breaks all had delamination, so there was plenty of surface to 
glue. I don't think it would do so well if these had all been butt 
joints. 


I tried to figure out when the thing was built. The fan motor is like 
new---about .005 of end play, and clean as a whistle. I has a July 
1962 date on it. The manual I have shows an ECO to change from 
selenium rectifiers to silicon diodes, at S/N 1410, dated 11/62. The 
S/N on my box is a little over 2000. Looking it over, most of the 
tubes have 65-39 date codes on them. The calibrator knob is charcoal, 
not black, and the front panel is silk-screened, not etched. The part 
number on the transformer ends in a -00, which, along with the panel 
and charcoal knob, say that the tube dates are original, and that the 
unit dates from around '66. The great change from RF to BNC connectors 
was in 1963, and I am surprised that this product didn't get changed 
along with the rest of things. Those RF connectors, after the soaking, 
got a good toothbrushing with Wright Silver Cream, which gets in the 
threads and makes them look like new unless all the plating is worn 
off. A Q-tip cleans out the signal connector in the center. Putting 
the thing back together, I discovered an ERROR in a Tek schematic. 
Heavens to Betsy! The filter cap that had broken off was an insulated 
can job, and find points to ohm out to figure out which wire was the 
positive and which the negative required several minutes of schematic 
reading. One side checked out just as advertised. The other one 
showed complete open circuit to the point shown on the schematic. 

After some poking around, I found that the diode numbers on the 
schematic differ from those stenciled in the box. A quick check of the 
533A power supply schematic confirmed my guess that the diode markings 
were different from the 127 change notice. Of course, that uses the 
little tidbit of knowledge that "seen one Tek power supply, seen them 
all" across a number of products. 


I'm not sure just how much power this supply will put out. It produces 
-150, 100, 225, and 350 volts, regulated. Each plug-in also gets 75 
volts at 150 ma. (taken from the +100 supply and dropped through two 
12AT7 heaters in series) for DC heaters in the plug-in. The unit has 
two plug-in compartments and a current-sensing relay that cuts in load 
resistors if one plug-in is removed. I looked at these resistors, as 
well as the "High Load" dummy load in the TU-7 test plug-in, and did 
some quick calculations on the power supply series regulators. There 
is plenty of oomph in the 225 volt supply---maybe as much as a half 
amp. The -150 and +100 supplies generally work against each other, and 
it looks as though there is 150 ma. or more out of these, plus the 300 
ma. reserved for tube heaters in the two plug-ins----if you do some 


rewiring. I don't know if the transformer was wound with smaller wire 
than for 530/540A scopes. The +225 supply in a 545 is good for nearly 
an amp, and I suspect the real limit in the 127 is the smaller series 
regulators. 


What can you use this thing for (besides powering Tek plug-ins off-the 
shelf, as intended)? I've got some plug-in parts units that come 
complete with chassis, tube sockets, and enough holes in the front 
panels to mount a bunch of controls. How about a Comet Super Pro ona 
Tek plug-in chassis? 


The output amplifiers, which buffer the plug-in output, are spec'd to 
drive about a volt peak-peak from DC to 19 Mhz. Output is a pair of 
single-ended outputs each from two 12AT7 sections in parallel---about 
20 ma.---through very long (feet) plain wires. If you wanted to tamper 
with them, you could get more volts out, although the gain-bandwidth 
product would probably be about constant at 40 Mhz. As wired, these 
buffer amps expect to see about 600 mv. peak-peak, max., push-pull, 
elevated 67.5 volts. Setting the thing up as a QRP transmitter looks a 
little difficult, unless you used something other than the internal 
buffers to connect the output. All things considered, a couple of 
35C5's could use that free heater power, and there's 6.3 volts 
available at the plug-in connector---although it is elevated to +100 as 
the unit is wired (that can be changed). The supplies have more than 
enough power to make 35C5 plates glow red. 


I'd better quite musing before the ARC 5 purists go nuts over the idea 
of xxxbutchering*x** something to make a toy out of it. But it looks to 
me like there are some interesting possibilities.

Good advice, but with rigs like the Adventurer neither is 
possible. Turn on the power, HV is on. Only the key (which 
connects the cathodes to ground) prevents instant transmission. 


Fortunately, unlike Heathkits of the same genre the Adventurer 
has an open-circuit phone jack, so the simple "safety precaution" 
is to leave the key unplugged until actually ready to operate. 

In essence, a change in "operating procedure" as Sandy 
recommended. 


I wouldn't remove the shorting switch, either; it might get 
lost (like the one old my oldest J-38 did) and then you're left 
with an "incomplete" key. And it is handy for tuneup.
